wruck and takcu oui bi*i’ore tliu iiix* 
reached them. 
‘Tt is also thoug ht likely that 
he 
mig ht have discovered the approach­ 
ing mig ine from bis seat in the cupalo, 
and, g iving the alarm, made an at- 
tenipt to escape by the rear door and 
g ot caug ht on the caboose platform 
as the two trains struck. 
“Besides being crushed to a limp 
and senseless form, 
his skull 
was 
crushed, and his deatli must have been 
instantaneously. 
“As the eng ine struck the frail eg g ­ 
shell of a caboose, being between the 
solid car of lumber in front and the 
hundred-ton mass of iron and steel 
behind, it collapsed like so much pa­ 
per, and the .sides, floor, wheels and 
platforms lined the tunnel inside and 
were scattered along for a distance of 
five car leng ths. 
“After the trains 
had struck, the 
trainmen on the local went back in 
the tunnel and found that Conductor 
Shoemaker was yet alive, but pinioned 
in the wreck. 
It is believed that he 
was mortally wounded and was dead 
when the fire reached him. 
“The flames and smoke made it im­ 
possible for his rescuers to extricate 
him, and they were compelled to leave 
him to his impending doom. 
“Later, when assistance coi’.d eater 
the tunnel, all was still. It is thoug ht 
that Shoemaker either died fiom his 
Injuries or was suffocated 
by 
the 
smoke before the flames reached him. 
“The eng ine of the throug h freig ht 
ran into Osag e City immediately atter 
the wreck and g ave the news, and 
a 
me.ssag e was sent to Jefferson City 
for the wrecking outfit. 
The 
local 
freig ht train also backed up to Jefler- 
.son City, and as soon as the wrecking 
crew' could be summtmed the train 
left for the scene of the trouble. 
“When the wrecker 
reached the 
tiianel the fire had g ained such head- 
w’ay that it was impossible 
to at­ 
tempt to clear the wreck. A teleg raph 
station was opened on the east side of 
the tunnel and communication was 
maintained with Jefferson City. 
“A switch eng ine and fiat car. bear­ 
ing a hand-pump ami several huiidreu 
feet of hose was taken down lu the 
wreck, and with water from the en­ 
g ine tank an effort was made to extin­ 
g uish the flames, but without much 
success. 
“An order was sent to St. Louis for 
a city fire eng ine and water tanks 
from Pacific to fig ht the fire. 
These 
arrived about 6 o’clock, and work com­ 
menced ag ain to exting uish the flames, 
which were still burning at that time. 
“The remains of Brakemon VVeyant 
w’ere broug ht up on a switch eng ine 
after being taken out of the tunnel 
and taken to the Heinrichs’ undertak­ 
ing establishment in the city to be 
dressed for burial. 
“Th« wrecking crew w’as helpless 
with the burning wreckag e, as it could 
not be approached from either end of 
the tunnel. 
The falling rocks made 
it too dang erous for the workmen to 
approach the fire, even had it cooled 
.sufficiently to do so. 
All that could 
be done w'as to stand by and w'ait for 
the fire eng ine from St. Ix)uis, which 
g ot in at 6 o’clock. 
“Superintendent McKee 
and Divi­ 
sion Superintendent 
John Snedeker 
were on hand and directed the work. 
It was a w’ierd scene at the wreck to 
enter the tunnel from the w’est end. 
The roaring and crackling 
of 
the 
flames, the pall of darkness which 
hung on all sides, except to the front 
where the flames flared up, the rumb-

Mrs. Sherman Dye, of BooPe, la., 
accused of sending poisoned candy to 
Miss Bena Nelson at Pierre, S. D.’, of 
whom she was jealous, 
and 
from 
which the Pierre w'oman died, can not 
be extradited for the crime. 
Neither 
can she be tried for murder in Iowa. 
This was the text of the decision 
handed down by Gov. Cummins Tues­ 
day after a consultation with Attorney 
General Mullan, and upon the advice 
of the attorney general. 
Gov. Cummins says that the Iowa 
law' will have to be amended in this 
respect, and he will send a special 
m essag e 
to the leg islature 
recom­ 
mending such change. In his decision, 
w'hich covers one of the first cases of 
the kind ever raised in Iowa, the g ov­ 
ernor says: 
“ The ruling I am compelled to make 
upon this application exhibits a grave 
defect in the law. 
“ Under the federal statute, as con­ 
strued by every recent decision of the 
supreme court of the United States, 
and by an older case in our own su­ 
preme court, I have no authority what­ 
ever to extradite Mrs. Dye. 
“ The holding s in these opinions are 
clear and explicit to the effect that to 
warrant extradition the person accus­ 
ed m ust have been personally in the 
state where the crime was committed 
and fled therefrom after the comm is­ 
sion of the crime. 
“ Mrs. Dye w as not in South Dakota, 
and therefore could not have fled from 
that state.” 


The sensational escape Monday of 


Mark Dunn, the condemned murderer 
of Bert Fenton, who compelled 
the 
death watch and two deputy sheriffs 
to enter a steel cage, which was lock­ 


ed by Dunn, who then escaped from 
the St. J oseph jail, has prompted Sher­ 
iff Martin apeucer to exhaust every 
means to recapture the murderer. 
He is believed to be in hiding in the 
French bottoms north of St. J oseph, 
a locality w'here Pat Crow and other 
desperadoes have so often found a 
safe retreat in the hoinei of men as 
desperate 
as 
them selves. 
It 
w'as 
learned that Dunn entered a buggy 
two blocks w'est of the jail and w'as 
rapidly driven north. 
The presence of the ingenious oil 
can with a false bottom, 
in which 
Dunn’s weapons were sm ug g led into 
the jail, became an interesting prob­ 
lem for consideration. Sheriff Spencer 
said the contraband can never w’as 
taken in directly to Dunn, but must 
have been delivered to som e other 
prisoner whose sym pathies w'ere en­ 
listed in Dunn’s behalf. 
The sheriff said he had no idea how 
long the weapons and the oddly con­ 
structed oil can had been in Dunn’s 
possession.
